‘you for your. earnestnesé and ‘the ‘sus+ 
tained quality of your effort, 
Traditional Spirit 

We of the Southern Pacific have as a 
dradition 0, spirit of winning through 
that dates back to the beginning of the 
railroad. Today, asin the past, we face 
many physical -difficulties—great dis- 
tances, mountains, deserts, and much 
single track operation due to lack of 
volume in -wide. stretches of sparsely 
settled territory—that demand much 
in skill and resourcefulness, 

Our people have always met crises 
with courage and ingenuity. In times 
of storms and other emergencies, actual 
heroism has not been uncommon and 
some have given their lives in line of 
duty. The deeds of these we cherish. 

The difficult thing ‘is-to carry ‘this 
high spirit of service—always evident 
in times of stress—on through, day by 
day, into the regular duties each per- 
forms. In increasing degree this is be- 
ing done by our people, and it is ap- 
preeisted as reflecting character and 
dependability that may fairly be classed 
with the more spectacular work’ per- 
formed under emergency conditions. 

Railroading is made up of details, 
every one important. This is true in 
each job, whether it be that of the 
trackman, ‘the mechanic in the shops, 
the general manager, the clerk, the 
switchman or the president. | Aceu- 
racy and thoroughness of detail are the 
elements that have made our industry 
outstanding in safety of operation, for 
example, and they are essential ele- 
ments in every phase of ‘railroading. 

Now, to some the detail of the work 


at times may seem n commonplace or un:

thought and initiative he ‘puts into-his 
particular-work to. make “it significant 
and effective :in the general scheme -of 
the transportation. organization. «His 
work-is routine only if he’so.regards it 
‘and acts accordingly. 

‘Especially is: thisimportant with 
those who are ‘constanily’in contact 
with shippers and passengers and pros- 
pective customers... Let us consider, 
for example, the ‘passenger ‘conductor 


, Who is .asked-the some questions time 


after time, day after day: “When do 
we arrive?” “Are we on time?” “What 
train connection will I make?” . An- 
swering such questions is a part of the 
conductor's daily routine. 
Customer’s Point of View 
But let’s think of these questions 
from the standpoint of the passenger. 
It is perhaps most vital to him that he 
shall not, miss his loved :ones who are 
waiting to meet him. It may be highly 
important to him that he arrive in time 
to keep his business appointment. To 
him his questions are not routine. He 
is asking the: conductor’s help in solv- 
ing a personal problem with which he is 
not familiar, and he will deeply appre- 
ciate an answer that indicates a real, 
human, unroutine interest in’ helping 
him. . He doesn’t like to feel that he is 
just part of the traveling public. He 
appreciates being recognized as an:in- 


-dividual, and -by considering him as : 


such our trainmen can win him as a 
friend, both for themselves and | for 
their company. Looked at that: way, 


no question is a routine question. ‘That 


may indicate what I mean-by doing-a 
routine job in an unroutine way. 


‘And ‘ogain, the same ‘is ‘true ‘of :the -. 


yard engine foreman ‘or local freight 
conductor who so familiarizes himself 
with the requirements of his shippers 
that he uses his own initiative to an- 
ticipate their requirements. He knows 
how his customers like their carsspotted, 
and insofar as possible he spots or pulls 
them at the time of day most conve- 
nient to the customer. In so doing he 
convinces his customer that he is taking 
a real personal interest in being helpful. 
Here again is an example of what I 
mean by doing a routine job in an un- 
routine way. 

The same is true also of the ticket 
agent who passes out tickets and change 
all day. He can put life in his job and 
a warm impression of friendliness in 
his customer’s heart simply by giving 
a smile and a real “thank you” with 
each transaction. That is doing his 
routine job in an unroutine way. 

Those who are back away from the 
front line of contact with the public can 
also put this spirit into their jobs by 
consciously acting in the same spirit of 
friendly service in their relations with 
their fellow employes. And this, too, 
is highly important. ‘For unless we 
can enjoy friendly cooperation among 


“members -of our own family, we cer- 


tainly cannot genuinely transmit this 


spirit to our customers. 


Service Organization

It is the unroutine part of our job to 
understand human nature’and to deal 
with people in a way that will make 
them our friends. It is our job to get 
their viewpoint, understand their prob- 
lems, and to volunteer -assistance. 
This study of human nature is interest- 
ing, but in its practical application it is 
more than that. It is something that 
will enrich personality and improve 
capacity to- assume wider responsi- 
bility. 

Let’s not be afraid to -cater to our 
customers, wholeheartedly. Indeed, 
we must do it in order to live as a ser- 
vice organization in an era of con- 
stantly improved quality of personal 
service at stores, hotels, oil service sta- 
tions and other business establishments, 
People are used to it. ‘They like it, and 
they are going elsewhere to spend their 
dollars if they don’t get it from us. 

Again, it may be emphasized that 
ability and willingness to serve custo- 
mers in a friendly personal way are just 
as essential qualifications for those in

Meet Customers’ Needs 


‘Intensive ‘efforts are being made to 
adapt railroad service as exactly as 
possible to today’s demands of trans- 
portation customers, an activity de- 
signed to make -the railroads more 
effective merchants as well as efficient 
manufacturers of transportation. 

Records and activities of Southern 
Pacific may be cited as bearing out the 
foregoing: 

Volume of freight traffic on our ‘Pa- 
eific Lines, based on actual revenue ton 

_/mailes for the first 10 months and esti- 
mates for the remaining two months of 
1936, increased 30 .per cent-as com- 
pared with 1935. On the same basis, 
passenger miles increased 21. per cent 
in 1936 over 1935, The total volume 
of business, both freight and passenger, 
was greater in 1936 than in any year 
since 1930.

Of 
this, more than $22,500,000 applies to 
the 1937 program.

Year With More Business and Brighter Prospects 
: CONTINVED improvements in both 


freight ‘and: passenger service -and 
increased efficiency-in operation, partly 
the result of wide-spread scientific re- 
search, make the situation of the na- 
tion’s railroads atthe close of 1936 bet- 
terthan at:any‘‘time since the’ early 
years of the depression, according to 
J. J: Pelley, president of the Associa- 
tion ‘of American Railroads, who ‘con- 
tinues as follows: 

Revenue and traffic, however, have 
not regained all theground lost. Freight 
traffic in 1936 measured.in loading. of 
revenue freight was greater than since 
1931, while passenger traffic was larger 
than since 1930. 

Purchases of new cars and locome- 
tives by the individual lines this year 
have been greater than in any year 
since 1930, amounting, according to 
tentative estimates, to more than $125,- 
000,000 compared with $79,335,000 in 
1935 and $92,005,000 in 1934. Capital 
expenditures for roadway and struc- 
tures, in the past year, are estimated at 
150,000,000 the highest since 1931. 

More railroaders were at work in 
1936 than at any time in five years. 


Supplies and Materials 

Expenditures for supplies and’ ma- 
terials used in current operations in 
1936 totaled approximately $750,000,- 
000, an increase of more than $150,000,- 
000 above the preceding year. 

Expenditures for maintenance of 
equipment, roadway, and structures in 
1936, according to preliminary esti- 
mates, totaled $1,242,000,000 the great- 
est amount spent in any year since 
1931, and $166,000,000 over 1935. 

One of the most noteworthy improve- 
ments in rail service has been the speed- 
ing up of both freight and passenger 
trains. Overnight freight service is now 
provided between localitics as far away 
as about 500 miles, 

Revenue freight loadings in 1936 
were greater than in any year -since 
1981, totaling 35,900,000 cars, an in- 
crease of 4,340,000 cars or 13.8 per cent 
above the same period in 1035, and an 
increase of five million cars or 16.2 per 
cent above 1934, but a reduction of 
1,805,000 cars or 3.5 per cent under 1931. 

Passenger. traffic in 1936 also ex- 
ceeded any year since 1930, amounting 
+o 22 billion passenger miles (the num- 
ber.of passengers multiplied by the dis- 
tance traveled). ‘This was on increase 


-of 19 per cent above the corresponding, 


period in 1935:and 22 per cent above 


1984, but a_reduetion of 18 per cent 


under:1930. 
While complete reports for the year 
30 far-are “not ‘available, preliminary

Merchandise cars from Los Angeles 
to Oklahoma City, Kansas City and 
Chicago are now operated daily instead 
of tri-weekly. Through cars operated 
from San Francisco and Oakland to 
Tacoma, Wn., now provide third-morn-

Freight handling facilities at Kirk- 
ham Street Station in Oakland were 
materially improved and a similar pre 
ect has been started at the San Fran- 
cisco freight houses. Oakland improve- 
ments included a platfrom 408 feet long 
and 58 feet wide, an additional spur 
track, and relocation of other facilities 
at a cost of about $58,000. “These 
changes take care of heavy increase in 
merchandise freight traffic. 

‘Under the Federal Emergency Relief 
Appropriation Act of 1935, 45 grade 
separation projects were authorized for 
Pacific Lines, estimated to cost approxi- 
mately $7,500,000, and two. additional 
projects were financed principally. by 
the ‘Works Progress Administration. 
Some of these have been completed, 
white others are under construction.

Cauliflower is one of the most highly 
cultivated vegetables, requiring great 
eare from the time it is planted until 
placed on the market for-retail sale. 

All plants are grown in seed beds. A 
considerable surplus is produced and 
only the best plants are pulled for trans- 
planting. -One acre of ground requires 
from 10,000 to 12,000 plants, set out in 
deep furrows about 30 to 35 inches 
apart and planted at intervals of 20 to 
28 inches. In niost districts average 
production is around 400 to 500 packed 
crates to the acre, although this is often 
exceeded when conditions are particu- 
larly favorable. 

When growing, the plants must be 
given constant attention to see that 
they receive enough, but not too much 
water; also that the curd, or edible part, 
of the flower, is well covered with leaves, 
as-exposure to the sun will cause the 
flower to become discolored. The mar- 
ket demand is for pure white curd. 


Popular Varieties 
The Pearl type variety, introduced in 


sufficiently protect the curd until it is 
ready for harvest.

During cool weather season, in addi- 
tion to the top or body ice, shippers use 
modified icing service, with one icing, 
the tanks being filled to capacity at the 
time shipment is forwarded. 


and November before California sup- 
plies reach maturity, with scattered 
shipments continuing through ‘to early 
spring. Oregon production, however, 
is small -and growing conditions less fa- 
vorable than ‘in ‘California. 

- Like other commodities, marketing 
gradually declined following the 1930 
movement, when Pacific Lines handled 
5780 carloads. The years 1981 to 1934 
inclusive averaged 5530 carloads, . In 
1935 the total dropped to 4909, prin- 
cipally because of “decreased volume 
from Oregon, where early frost dam- 
aged the fall crop. Forwardings: for 
eleven months of the current year were 
almost 50 per cent greater than the 
eorresponding périod of 1935. 

The outlook for furcher growth in 
Southern Pacific cauliflower traffic is 
favorable due to increasing popularity 
of Pacific Coast vegetables, the year- 
around availability of which has, to a 
very substantial extent, altered the 
winter diet of many thousands of 
American and Canadian people.

RATES: Effect of kL Ce - Transcontinental 
_ Freight Rate Decisions Explained by Hallmark 


1 WO ‘recent’ decisions’ of “the “Inter. ; 
state Commerce ‘Commission -deal-

Because .of -the general interest -in 
these decisions, the Bulleiin obtained 
from H.°C.. Hallmark, freight traffic 
manager, San ‘Franeisco, the following 
explanation: 

Following the restoration in 1934 of 
the 10 per cent cut in railway wages and 
the substantial increases in the price of 
railway materials and supplics, the rail- 
roads of the United States asked the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to 
permit varying increases in freight 
rates: throughout the country. After 
exhaustive hearings the Commission 
denied the carriers’ application but per- 
mitted certain temporary increases, to 
become effective April, 1935, and con- 
tinue. until June 30, 1936. Subse- 
quently the Commission extended these 
increases to December 31, 1936, but 
refused to allow the railroads to make 
them permanent. 

Generally. speaking these increases on 
transcontinental traffic were 5 cents per 
hundred on carload freight rates and 11 
cents per hundred on less-than-carload 
freight rates. 

Following the settlementof the 1934 
Pacific Coast maritime strike which 
substantially increased the cost of oper~ 
ating intercoastal steamers, the steam- 
ship lines increased ‘their rates in the 
same or greater degree than the railroad 
increases. The Shipping Board allowed 
the intercoastal increases on a perma-

24, 1936, merging into the permanent 
rate structure, with some exceptions, 
the temporary increases in commodity 
rates which had been in effect since 
April, 1935, which had been published 
to expire December 3, 1936. 

The temporary increases in effect 
from April, 1935, did not apply to the 
fresh fruit and vegetable traffic cast- 
bound nor to the lumber traffic, and the 
new tariff approved by the Commission 
will not change the rates on those 
commodities.
